Americans, 

There are, he reports, too many illiterates in the 92nd; and 
these; because they are illiterates, just naturally ett away in 
he face of enemy fire,” ; 
Oh, Caesar! 3 

This is perhaps the first time in the history of war commentary 
that men have been accused of melting away in the face of the 
enemy because they couldn’t read—although it is my understanding 
that the Army nowadays doesn’t keep men who can't, 

Ceftainly, if Gibson is using the term illiterate in the broader 
sense of. lack of general education and effective intelligence, this 
would still make his use of it far- fetched, under the circumstances, 

Moreover, white American soldiers are not better soldiers in 
the degree they are more highly educated. 

But, of course, it's no sense in arguing with Gibson, 

What’s He Up to? 

What everyone must have wondered ‘about is, what was the 
guy up to when he made his: charges? 

Perhaps the correct answer to this question is that the guy 
was up to nothing particularly—except his own habit. A man with 
Gibson’s gense of values doesn’t need to be told to. act. the fool; 
his performance suggests he can’t help acting so, 

Gibson, doubtless, thinks he’s being very objective when he 
gives out with his commentary—showing all the world; he no doubt 
says to himself, that here ‘is one colored man who sees the truth 
about. his people and has the courage to say it, 

And Truth?” 

And what is truth? And how shall a man, who sincerely 
thinks he has seized upon it, speak.with such certitude as Gibson; 

Indeed, his very certainty that he had seized it Pearke the
